The newly amended claims (claims 1 and 8-9) differ from the prior art in that the prior art 
fails to disclose an additional compound of the present formula III (claim 1), formulae IV and/or 
V (claim 8) and formulae VI and/or VII and/or VIII (claim 9). The present liquid-crystalline 
medium comprises at least one compound of formula I and at least one compound of formula 11. 
The compound of formula II has four phenyl rings with two terminal groups, which terminal
